FOR ABOUT 2 PERCENT OF US SALES OF 2.7 MILLION UNITS, 

AND BY 1970 THEY HAD GROWN TO 16 PERCENT OF 5.3 MILLION 
UNITS. 

POINTS OUT THAT US MANUFACTURERS, MEANWHILE, HAVE BEEN 
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KEPT OUT OF JAPANESE MARKET WHILE COMPETITIVE PRESSURES 
FROM JAPANESE HAVE FORCED THEM TO MOVE MORE OF THEIR 
MANUFACTURING OVERSEAS, OFTEN ENDING UP BEING DEPENDENT
